"The dairy industry," he said, 


"has a record of conscientious 
public service without compari- 
son in the annals of American 
history. It is a record which 
imitations cannot imitate.

clude," he continued, "that the 
public

requires 
any 


product which conveys the pub- 
lic impression of being a re- 
placement for milk should pass 
the same tests so long required 
for milk. Until such evidence is 
available, it would be a matter 
of simple honesty for the white 
drinks to be labeled 'not a 
replacement for milk.' 


"Inasmuch as all constituent 


chemical elements of natural 
milk have yet to be completely 
identified and so much is yet to 
be learned about their interac- 
tions, it should be self-evident 
that it is impossible to duplicate 
that which is unknown. The 
statement 'not a replacement 
for milk' merely acknowledges 
this in the interest of public 
health. Inasmuch as these white 
drinks are marketed in the 
complete visual environment so 
long a s s o c i a t e d with dairy 
foods, the burden of deciding 
whether or not the container's 
contents are a milk replacement 
certainly should not be placed 
upon the mother."

The grandiose Great Society which 


President Johnson so confidently 
pro- 


claimed when he began his present term of 
office three years ago is coming crashing 
down. It is another victim of the Vietna- 
mese War along with our international 
prestige, our relations with our foreign 
friends and the soundness of our dollar. 


The man the President put in charge of 


his War on Poverty. Sargent Shriver. has 
seen his program curtailed during the past 
year and drastically cut back 
in the 


President's new budget. 


Head Start classes will be closed in mid- 


year. Job Corps trainees will be furloughed. 
and thousands of slum neighborhood work- 
ers returned to the ranks of the unem- 
ployed. The latter may be the most crucial 
blow, since these people were hired in the 
first place because they represented articu- 
late leaders in slum communities. 


The Johnson Administration is compil- 


ing a record of great promises backed up 
with miserly performance. When these 
programs of aid to the underprivileged, aid 
to education, aid to central cities were 
announced with such fanfare, recipients of 
those aids naturally expected the programs 
to begin at modest levels and then expand, 
as is the history of most such federal 
projects. But such has not been the case. 


Governor Knowles lashed out bitterly at 


the federal government's participation in 
the fight against pollution at the recent 
Great Lakes conference in Chicago.

The 1969 authorization 
was supposed to be $700 million, but the

The effect on state and local govern- 


ments is obvious. The federal government 
through its promises of financial aid has 
persuaded local government to come to 
expect and depend upon federal aid. The 
first question which arises on any local 
project 
is. "How 
much federal 
aid is 


available?" Local initiative has gone down 
the drain; projects are postponed until 
federal aid becomes available. 


Possibly in the long run the Vietnamese 


War will have served one good purpose if it 
gradually erodes this local dependence on 
the federal government. Now is an oppor- 
tune time to re-examine the entire philoso- 
phy of federal aid to state and 
local 


governments. 


It is obvious that as long as the 


Vietnamese war continues, however, we're 
going to have to revert to a do it yourself 
philosophy. 


How Many More Troops Now? 


In his annual report to Congress, 


Secretary of Defense Robert McNamara 
said that "the combat strength of the North 
Vietnamese Army in the 
South may 


increase sharply in the next few months, 
and we have provided for this development 
in our own plans." So how many more 
American troops are going to be heading 
for that jungle ground war in Asia? 


There are currently about half a million 


American troops under the command of 
General Westmoreland. The announced 
plan was to have 525.000 troops in the area 
by next July. But the recent show of 
strength by the Viet Cong, the new rumbl- 
ings in Korea and the increase of North 
Vietnamese troops indicate that the esti- 
mates of our always optimistic leaders are 
not enough. 


According to Secretary McNamara's 


figures, the Viet Cong recruit between 3,000 
and 
5,000 men a month. The North 


Vietnamese, he said, are infiltrating some 
7,000 men a month into the South. The 
Secretary, unlike other American officials, 
does not claim accuracy in the body counts 
of Communist dead but he does say that the 
figures indicate the Communists lost 165,- 
000 "effectives" in 1967. based on com- 
puter 
estimates. This is supposed to 


indicate that there are fewer Communists 
fighting than there were a year ago. 


But the Secretary also said that North 


Vietnam at present is conducting a low 
level war, as far as the number of troops is 
concerned. It drafts the 120.000 physically 
fit men who come of draft age each year 
but it has not tapped 2.5 million men 
between the ages of 17 and 35, at least half 
of whom are considered fit for military 
service. Its current force of 480.000 men is 
only 3 per cent of its population. Moreover, 
Gun Law Still Needed 


The complex United States Supreme 


Court ruling saying that laws requiring

protect society There can be no dispute 
that the gambling stamps were required 
not as a means to raise revenue but rather 
to identify gamblers and to provide a 
source of information to local and state 
police. There also can be no dispute that 
the latter purpose was widely supported.

There have been a few military leaders 


who have predicted how far the United 
States must go to prevent an eventual take- 
over by Ho Chi Minh or the National 
Liberation Front in Vietnam but their 
voices are not broadcast by the Johnson 
Administration. The continued inability of 
our present 
leadership 
realistically to 


appraise the situation and the cost it means 
to the United States in men, money and 
international relations means that we will 
continue to be sucked into a major land 
war in Asia.

decide on the interpretation of 
treaties, questions of interna- 
tional law, and breaches of 
international obligation. A 11 
states that are members of 
the UN are ipso facto mem- 
bers of the court, and other 
states are permitted to adhere 
to its decisions. 


An international dispute — 


such as we have in Vietnam — 
may be brought before the 
court by consent of the parties 
in the particular case, or by 
virtue of an advance formal 
declaration 
to automatically 


accept the court's jurisdiction. 


Some 40 states ha-'e made 


such 
declaration, b u t the 


United States is one of those 
that excludes all matters it 
chooses tn regard as "domes- 


tic." This means that if the 
U.S. 
considers the Vietnam 


war an "internal issue," it 
refuses the court the right to 
adjudicate it. With such re- 
strictions, the court spends 
most of its time deciding 
matters of little international 
importance. 


If our government sincerely 


desired peace, it would admit 
frankly that Vietnam is not a 
"domestic" issue — as every- 
one knows it is not — and ask 
that the International Court of 
Justice decide the rights and 
wrongs of the situation there. 


We would put the whole 


matter before the court, agree 
to stop the fighting in Vietnam 
completely and immediately, 
and 
ask 
our opponents in 


Vietnam to do the same. 


This would 
put 
the 
ball 


squarely in their court, and 
the brunt of the world's moral 
opinion would then be on their 
shoulders, not ours. By refer- 
ring the conflict to an impar- 
tial international agency, and 
by agreeing to abide by its 
decision, we would prove that 
we are as much in favor of 
"law and order" among na- 
tions as we are among citizens 
within a nation. 


One of the bitterly ironic 


paradoxes of our position to- 
day is that the President of 
the United States speaks out 
boldly against the "violence" 
within our borders, while at 
the same time we engage in 
bare violence outside orr bor- 
ders, recognizing no law or 
order higher than our own 
will. How can we expect young 
peopte to respect thp law of 
the land, when the land itself 
respects no human law outside 
itself?
